Death’s Corner, in the heart of Little 
Sicily, lies quiet and peaceful in the June 
sunshine, 

Here, where Oak street and Milton ave- 
nue run together, there is a big public 
school building—the Jenner school—on one 
corner. Across the avenue is the small shop 
of a dyer and cleaner. Opposite a Jewish 
merchant has filled his show windows with 
a display of ribbons and laces. The fourth 
corner is occupied by a Sicilian saloon. In 
the hall above a noisy band is playing the 
Garibaldi march, 

Back of the shop of the lace merchant ten 
steps lead down to a passageway which sep- 
arates it from the 
next building and 
runs back to lose 
itself in a maze of 
rear cottages and in- 
tersecting runways. 
At the foot of the 
steps a 12 ot᷑ closet 
has been dug be- 

neath the sidewalk, 
big enough, perhaps, 
for two men to 
crowd into and pull 
the door shut after 
them. 

One summer even- 
ing a Sicilian, stand- 
ing in front of the saloon across the avenue, 
was shot down by an assassin, who fired 
from the cover of this passageway. 

The alarm was given. Police and detect- 
ives poured into the district, 

In the saloon a group of men were playing 
cards about a round table. They were vastly 
surprised to hear that murder had been done 
just outside. Their game had been so ab- 
sorbing they had failed even to hear the re- 
port of the shot. 

More than a score of policemen in plain 
clothes started te search the neighborhood. 
The patrol wagon picked up the body of the 
murdered man and began the drive, its 
gong clanging, to the morgue. 


The Same Thing Over Again. 

Just at that moment the Sicilian who at 
that time owned the saloon came home from 
downtown, He had been to a railroad sta- 
tion to bid good-by to a townsman who was 
returning to the most beautiful and most 
historic island in the world. He stopped for 
an instant in front of his saloon while some 
one gave him the grim news of the killing. 

And then—with the police swarming 
through the district, with the laden patroj 
wagon less than a block away—the shotgun 
blazed again from the same passageway 
across the street. The saloonkeeper dropped 
dead on almost the same spot from which 
the first victim had just been removed. 


Detectives Plunge Into Cellar, 

Two detectives plunged almost instantly 
down into the dark passageway from which 
the shots had come. Half way through the 
black they stumbled over an abandoned 
shotgun, both barrels empty. That was 
the only clew they ever found. Months later 
the police were told the two assassins were 
hidden in the concealed closet beneath the 
gidewalk with the door padlocked behind 
them on the outside. 

That is but a sample of the ferocious 
murders which have given Death's Corner 
its bloody reputation. All due, say the wise 
men, to the Mafla. They speak with just 
truth enough to bewilder and confuse, The 
Mafie, in the first place, is not in any real 
sense a secret society. It is rather a code 
of conduct, a system of life into which many 
Sicilians are born and into which they have 
been trained for more than a thousand years. 

Violent and bloody as are the unwritten 
rules of the Mafia, they are the natural out- 
come of the history of Sicily, reacting 
through long centuries on @ proud, brave, 
and warlike people.

Frank De Maria, a Sicilian investizatar 
and detective, was shot to death at Death 
Corner in Little Sicily at midnight. 

Back of his death—a typical Sicilian mur- 
der—lies a story of Mafia intrigues to paral- 
lel the murder of Lieut. Petrosini of the 
New York police squad at Palmero, Italy. 

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE is in possession of 
the text of an affidavit made by Pietro 
Siatta of Chicago Heights charging two 
Italians of that suburb with a conspiracy to 
slay De Maria. 


Attempted to Solve Murder. 

This conspiracy alleged in the affidavit 
grows out of the activities of De Maria in 
his attempted solution of the murder last 
October of Isaac Levin, a Chicago Heights 
produce merchant. 

Levin was shot to death near his produce 
establishment where he stood a rival in busi- 
ness with Battaglia Bros. 

Pietro Siatta, an Italian laborer, went to 
the office of Lee H. Hook, the Village mayor; 
to Miss Hild Peters ters, the mayor's secretary, 
and Manuel Sultan, a justice of the peace, 
he made an affidavit that he knew George 
Livreri had been employed to kill Levin. 

Taken before Assistant State’s Attorney 
Bliss, Siatta repudiated his statement. An 
indictment for perjury was sought against 
Siatta. 

No indictment was returned, 


He Investigated Killing. 

De Maria was called into Chicago Heights 
as an investigator on the case, and the for- 
eign quarter of the town buzzed with threats 
and rumblings. 

On April 9 of this year Siatta was taken 
before Sultan and made another affidavit con- 
cerning a plot of murder against De Maria, 
the investigator. 

The substance of that affidavit follows: 

Pietro Siatta, being first duly sworn on 
oath, deposeth and sayeth: That he was 
employed by Battaglia Brothers as a deliy- 
ery man about one year; that he was in the 
saloon at Sixteenth street and Center ave- 
nue in the city of Chicago Heights run by 
George Livreri; that while in that saloon he 
heard George Livreri and August Battaglia 
pledge themselves unto one another to take 
the life of Frank De Maria.” 


“Hoyne Office Inactive.” 

“The state’s attorney's office has done 
little or nothing toward the solution of the 
Levin murder out here,’’ said Sultan last 
night. 

While we were trying to get an indict- 
ment for Siatta for repudiating his first afi- 
davit relating to the Levin murder, De Maria 
was waiting about the grand jury room. As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Malato got hold of 
De Maria and took him downstairs. 

“When I saw De Maria again he told me 
that Malato had scolded him.” 

Shot Near Catholic Church. 

De Maria was shot when he was acroe 
the street from the entrance of the St. Phiiip 
Benizi Roman Catholic church, 

While hundreds of Italians were on the 
streets in an effort to keep cool, three men, 
one of them De Maria, approached from 
the west and walked toward the church. 

When they reached the opposite side of 
the street two of the men, apparently Siell- 
fans, stepped back and fired three shots, 
Their companion, De Maria, fell with three 
bullets in his head. He had been shot in 


the back of the head, through the right eye, 
and in the right temple. 


Victim Recently Married. 
A marriage license issued March 10 to 


Frank De Maria, 60 Illinois street, Chicago 
Heights, and Miss Domenica Aleisio, 22 years 
old, was found in the dead man's clothing. 
The police believe De Maria had been mar- 
rie@ recently and lived in North Green street, 

A telephone number, West 5085,” was 
also found by the police, and when this num- 
ber was called up it proved to be the resi- 
dence of Jack Gianbalva, 2312 West On 
Street. Gianbalva said:

Lyle was told by the commissioners that 
a “mistake” in the purchase of crushed 
stone is chiefly responsible for their finan- 
cial troubles. After they had paid more than 
$4,000 to What Lyle refers to as a “ crushed 
stone trust, the highway men—no pun— 
learned they could get plenty of stone from 
the state without cost, 


Cites Peculiar Stone Deal, 

Lyle in his report recommends that a 
thorough investigation be made of these 
transactions, particularly those in which 
John F. Schultz of Oak Lawn was the seiler. 
Schultz has been paid $3,412.34 for stone and 
has billed for $1,332.92 more. 

Schultz is represented as the agent of a 
crushed stone company, but the concern will 
not admit an affiliation. Its manager told 
Lyle that the Oak Lawn man buys from 
them at wholesale and resells to the town- 
ship at retail, ~ 

Christ Schultz, a brother of the stone 
speculator, has a bill against the township 
for $1,907.64. Walter Schultz was paid last 
year for burning brush and other work. 
Herman Schultz and William E. Schultz are 
judges of election and Fred Schultz, who has 
a saloon, is school trustee. Beyond that the 
family is out of politics. 


“Avoid Red Tape.” 

The Worth commissioners have no system 
of chicking the accuracy of freight bills, 
put they made no objection when Aulwurm, 
announcing he had paid $1,997.87 freightage 
for the township, drew that amount from the 
treasury and deposited it to his own credit.

Republican Senators Dig Up 
Secretary Knox's Refusal 
to Bow to Colombia. 


HE SPURNED AN APOLOGY 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 23.—[Special.]—An 
extraordinary situation has developed in 
connection with the efforts of the Wilson ad- 
ministration to bolster up the proposed treaty 
providing an apology and a payment of §25,- 
000,000 to Colombia because of the secession 
of Panama. 

Secretary of State Bryan, aaa Be to Re- 
publican senators, misrepresented the facts 
when he stated yesterday that the apology in 
the pending treaty was authorized by Sec- 
retary of State Knox during the Taft ad- 
ministration. These senators are in posses- 
sion of documentary evidence which shows 
that the Taft administration explicitly re- 
jected the proposal of an apology to Coloff- 
bia. 


Begin Inquiry Into Incident, 
Following the disclosure today of the com- 
plete text of former United States Minister 
James T. Du Bois’ memorandum, containing 
proposals of favors to Colombia more amaz- 
ing even than the apology, it became known 


.that Republican senators have started an in- 


vestigation of the entire incident. 
Although they regard Mr. Bryan's alleged 
misrepresentation of the facts as uninten- 


tional they intend to question the premier 


rather searchingly on the point the next time 
he appears before the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee to press acceptance of the 
Colombian compact. 

Mr. Bryan found in the Du Bois memor- 
andum the apology upon which the expres- 
sion of regret in the pending treaty is mod- 
eled. In his statement yesterday Mr. Bryan 
said that this memorandum presented the 
basis” upon which Du Bois was author- 
ized to negotiate a treaty.” 

Republican senators say that if the secre- 
tary of state will make public all the docu- 
ments and correspondence relating to the 
matter it will be demonstrated that the Du 
Bois Memorandum was a statement of the 
claims of Colombia and an outline of the sort 
of treaty, including an apology, which the 
South American republic would accept. Du 
Bois drafted the memorandum at the request 
of Secretary of State Knox. 


What Knox Really Did. 

Other documents will show, it is asserted, 
tpat Mr. Knox rejected the apology and all 
ther claims enumerated in the Du Bois 
memorandum save two. He then stated 
ic Du Bois the ext,eme limits of a treaty 
‘o which the United States would consent. 
This document, ich is regarded as a com- 

piste refutation of Secretary KE as 
sertion, “ollows: 

The program which the mibiated. laid 

tefore the Colombian government in the 
tentattve and informal manner indicated 
comprised the folowing points: 
) That if Colombia would ratify the 
Root-Cortes and Cortes-Arosemena treaties 
as they stood the United States would be 
willing to sign an additional convention pay- 
ing to Colombia $10,000,000 for a permanent 
option for the construction of an inter- 
oceanic canal through Colombian territory 
and for the perpetual lease of the islands of 
St. Andrews and Old Providence. 


DU. 8. Offered Good Offices. 

“In the event that the Colombian govern- 
ment felt that on account of its relationship 
with Panama there existed difficulties in 
which they might desire the assistance of 
the United States the minister was to inti- 
mate that there might be added a stipula- 
tion that the United States would be willing 
to use its good offices with the government 
of Panama for the purpose of securing an 
amicable adjustment by arbitration or other- 
wise of the Colombia-Panama boundary dis- 
pute and of any other matters pending be- 
tween the two countrier. 

» Again, if such a prorosal by Colombia 
seemed impossible the minister was in- 
structed to intimate that in addition to the 
foregoing the government of the United 
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What U. 8. Would Consider. 
. in the event that the Colombian 
government should be strongly averse to 
making a proposal involving the ratification 
of the Cortes-Arosemene treaty. with Pan- 
ama, then the minister was to intimate that 


this government would be willing to consider 
the foregoing proposal even with certain 


amendments. 

“These amendments were to be: First, 
the addition of a protocol whereby the 
United States would undertake to use its 
good offices on behalf of Colombia in the 


adjustment of boundary questions between 


it and Panama; and, second, a convention 
whereby the Root-Cortes -treaty between 
Colombia and the United States should be 
amended to the extent of eliminating its in- 
terdependence upon the Cortes-Arosemena 
treaty while preserving to Colombia the im- 
portant advantages it would give that coun- 
try in reference to the use of the Panama 
canal—one effect of this charge being that 
Colombia would have either definitely to 
forego the payment of $2,500,000 to be made 
it under the original tripartite arrangement 
or at least to forego such payment until 
such future time, if ever, when the Colombian 
government might find it convenient to rat- 
ify the Cortes-Arosemena treaty. 

“he foregoing constituted the complete 
program of the extreme limits to which, in 
the judgment of the department, the gov- 
ernment of the United States would be jus- 
tified, from any point of view, in going in 
the rather extraordinary efforts thus under- 
taken to eliminate all causes of friction, 
whether justified or not, between the two 
countries.“ 


Knox Declined to Apologize. 

The apology and nearix all the other 
Colombian claims presented in the Du Bois 
memorandum Secretary Knox declined to 
consider for one moment. It is reported that 
Du Bois filed his memorandum with the for- 
eign office at Bogota. If he did so it was 
without the knowledge of the state depart- 
ment at the time and such an action, if dis- 
closed, would have led to the recall of the 
minister. 

One of the extraordinary features of the 
Du Bois memorandum is the assertion by the 
United States minister that Colombia “ can 
consider as certain the payment by the 
United States. of $47,500,000 and that the 
amount might run as high as 597, 446,000. 

Here is what the memorandum says under 
the heading reversionary rights in the 
Panama railroad "’: 

The government of the duitea States, 
taking into account the justifiable character 
of the differences of opinion ag to the mate- 
rial claims of Colombia is disposed to sub- 
mit these claims to a tribunaljof arbitration 
to be appointed for this purpose, in accord- 
ance with a convention which will clearly 
specify the points to be passed upon. This 
decision will, without doubt, bdireceived with 
favor by the government and people of Col- 
ombia, all the more so as if is generally 
believed that the claim referring to the right 
of Colombia in the Panama railroad is per- 
fectly legal and Just. : 


Debt of Panama Railroad. 


“Under the contract of 1867 Colombia 
ceded the transisthmian railroad to the Pan- 
ama Railroad company for a period of nine- 
ty-nine years, for an annual payment of debt 
of $250,000. When these payments were 
stopped on account of the secession, the con- 
tract still had sixty-four years to run; that 
is to say, there were still pending sixty-four 
annuities of $250,000, the total amount of 
which amounted to 816, 000, 000. THIS aldim 
might be submitted, with the previous con- 
sent of both parties, to arbitration. 

As Senator Bristow reported officially in 
1906 that the Panama railroad was worth 
$16,446,000, the total amount of the claim 
which might be submitted to arbitration 
would rise to $32,446,000. 


Another Annuity Cited. 


“In addition to this sum there is the 
amount entailed by the Salgar-Wyse con- 
cession, which expires in 1984, and under it 
Colombia was to receive $250,000 a year, 
counting from the date of the opening of the 
canal. If the canal be opened to service in 
the coming year, we should have owing to 
Colombia seventy annuities; that is to say, 
$17,500,000. If the tribunal of arbitration 
considers this further claim, the total sum 
would amount to $49,946,000. 

This amount, which is possible, added 
to the $10,000,000 for the option and the 
privilege of the Atrato and the islands, 
which is certain, and the interest on the 
amount given for the option during the sev. 
enty-five years of its term, which amounts 
to $37,500,000, will bring the total amount 
involved up to $97,446,000. Of this sum Co- 
lombia can consider as certain $47,500,000.”

new aspect today. Full conferences and even 
informal conversations between the dele- 
gates and the mediators have been com- 
pletely abandoned. Judging from outside in- 
dications. the chief disagreement seems to 
be among the three mediators, for they alone 
are continuing discussions among them- 
selves, 

After conferring at great length with his 
two colleagues, Minister Naon of Argentina 
went over to the American side and had a 
long talk with Justice Lamar and Frederick 
W. Lehmann. They continues their talk 
during a long automobile ride, and this was 
the sum total of today’s proceedings. 


Carranza Delegates on Way? 

Neither confirmation nor denial can be ob-

The announcement that the 
mediators would withdraw while the Huerta 
and Carranza representatives discuss the 
situation was denied on all sides.

Minister Chamorro Says Our Rivals

oceanic canal across Nicaragua were re- 
vealed today to the senate foreign relations 
committee by Nicaraguan Minister Chamor- 
ro.

BUYS REVOLVERS — 
DESPITE NEW LAW 


Reporter Without Legal Per- 
mit Finds Pawnbrokers 
Eager to Sell Weapons. 


BULLETS GIVEN “TO BOOT”

Two years ago Tun Talsunt sent out an 
office boy in knickerbockers with a $20 bill. 
The youngster returned from a round-up of 
the pawnshops with enough revolvers to hold 

@ fort 

As @ result of that exposure Ald. Carl Mur- 
ray introduced an ofdinancé into the city 
council to restrict the sale of deadly weapons 
to citizens of good standing given permits 
to buy arms by thé polite. 

The ordinance did not become a law until 
Monday. It provides that deadly weapons 
may not be displayed for sale, and that they 
may not be sold, traded, or given away ex- 
cept on a perfiit issued over the signature 
of the chief of police. The apptication for a 
permit must be signed by two taxpayers. 

Any dealer violating this ordinance is 
able to a fine of from $50 to $200 and the 
revocation of his license. 


Reporter at Bomash Shop.

I. am sure we Save | all noticed that there 
is a freshness about the air on an open porch 
or roof that is not present even in a room 
with all the windows open. The two ob- 
servations above cited are the reasons. Of 
course a room with the windows open is bet 
ter than one with the windows closed. 

We want to stay where we are and do 
what we are doing. We would rather stay 
housed and pay the penalty than to go back 
to the neighborhood of Ararat, live out of 
doors, and wander around like gypsies. 
But if we can go back to the proper plan for 
four months we gain vitality for the closer 
housing of the colder months. Above all, 
we should get the babies unhoused in hot 
weather. Babies do not stand heat well. 
Hot rooms mean cholera infantum.

PLOATING KNEE CARTILAGE. 

E. J. P. writes: I wish some information 
about loose or floating cartilage in the knee 

1 knee is & joint. The thigh bone and the shin 
bone enter into it. It must move perfectly from 
before back, but it must not move, not even wabble 
in any other direction. It must be kept oiled. 
Friction must be avoided. It must take up some 
of the shock of each step. To meet these require- 
mente the ends of the bones are covered by car~ 
tilage and the joint is surrounded by a capsule 
Between the ends of the bones are cartilage pada. 
From the capsule, the cartilage and the pads there 
growe a fringe which serves as packing for the 
joint, filling in the cracks and crannies, 

If a man keeps his joints supple by bending them 
to their full capacity every day the packing does 
not overdevelop. But ordinary walking and ordl- 
nary movements do not bend the joints all the way. 
How many men can put their toes in ther mouths? 
Yet how easy it ie for a baby! The man has al- 
lowed his joints to fill up with packing. 

On top of this the average man has had “ a little 
rheumatlam a good part of his life. This little 
bit of inflammation of his joints, persisting for 
years, ill further fills hie joints with packing. 
This packing is a little like the junk which a wheel 
packer puts into the wheel box of a passenger cer 
at junction pointe—some grease, some tow, some 
atring®. . : 

In «ie strings and slips of tissue of the human 
packing there is some cartilage. Occasionally a 
piece of cartilage will break loose from its string, 
This ie then loose body or a loose cartilage. In ad- 
dition to creaking the joint now gives way at times. 
This giving way is because the bore body has 
slipped in between the ends of the bones. When it 
slips out the joint works as before. What is to be 
done about it? If anything, removal under strict 
aseptic precautions

N nished a greater amount of drama, 
tragedy, crime, and romange.than 

that of Sinclair, the naue of whith is 

to be found figuring on well nigh 
every page of the history of Scotland during 
the last 900 years, -while the earldom of 
Caithness, borne by the chief of the family, 
and of the clan, has rarely passed from one 
holder thereof to another without litigation. 

There will be none, however, in connection 
with the succession of the new earl, eight- 
eenth of his line and a brother of his bach- 
elor predecessor, who has just died in Cali- 
fornia. 

The new earl is a lawyer, not a member of 
the bar, but of the inferior grade, known as 
solicitor, and there are not more than four of 
his particular calling among the peers of the 
British realm. 3 

He has hitherto been known as the Hon. 
Norman Buchan, having exchanged his 
patronymic of Sinclair for that of Buchan 
four years ago in accordance with the stipu- 
lations of the will of his maternal grand- 
aunt, Mies Louisa Buchan, who bequeathed 
to him the castle of Auchmacoy at Ellon, in 
Aberdeenshire, along with its park anda 
considerable amount of landed property, be- 
sides an income from stocks and bonds to the 
tune of some $50,000 a year. 

Thanks to this bequest, the earls of Caith- 
ness now become once more landowners in 
Scotland, where the predecessors of the pres- 
rent peer ranked as the greatest ter- 
ritorial magnates of the northern kingdom.

In olden times the estates of the chieftain 
of the great clan of Sinclair embraced the 
entire northern portion of Scotland from 
sea to sea, and included the Orkney islands, 
then subject to the suzerainty of the Nor- 
wegian crown. 

However, owing to the fact that during the 
space of a little over 100 years no less than 
four collateral branches have come into the 
succession, all the estates were by degrees 
alienated from the earldom, the fifteenth 
earl completing the alienation at his death, 
unmarried, in 1889. 

The late and seventeenth carl did not own a 
single rood of ground in Seqtland. Whatever 
property he possesed was ſtuated on this 
side of the Atlantic, in California, and espe- 
cially in North Dakota, where he owned the 
Barriedale ranch, which was for the last 
twenty-five or thirty ye of his life his 
principal home. 

Indeed, his sojourns m he old country 
were confined to mere visits, and he was a 
far more familiar figure jn Chicago, New 
York, and San Francisco than either in Lon- 
don or in Edinburgh. 1 

Nor were his visits to Scotland of an alto- 
gether agreeable character. They were 
mostly connected with lifigation, and the 
greater portion of the income that he derived 
from his Dakota ranch and other American 
investments went to pay lawyers’ fees.

their rights to the earldom against a whole 
series of claimants, one of the most notable 
of them being a Presbyterian minister of the 
name of John Sinclair of the parish of Ran- 
nock, in Perthshire, who carried his case to 
the house of lords without success, but put 
the defendants to no end of expense. 


— 

The Sinclairs are not, strictly speaking, 
one of the great prehistoric Celtic clans, but 
date merely from the eleventh century, and 
owe their name and their origin to the Nor- 
man Count William de Saint Clair, a kins- 
man of William the Conqueror, who was 
with him at the battle of Hastings in 1066 
and afterwards flourished at the court of 
King Robert I. of Scotland. 

The first Earl of Caithnéss was William 
Sinclair, lord high treasurer of Scotland, 
who, through his grandmother, Princess 
Aegida of Scotland, daughter of Robert II., 
had royal blood in his veins. 

The wife of the fourteenth earl was a fa- 
miliar figure for many yearsin the American 
colony in Paris, and on the French Riviera. 
She was the daughter of a wealthy Cuban 
planter and, prior to her union to the four- 
teenth Lord Caithness, had been the wife of 
the Spanish Count Pomar. 

After the count’s death she obtained from 
the vatican the title of Duchess of Pomar 
for herself and of duke for her son by her 
first marriage. But on marrying Lord Caith- 
ness, she abandoned the title of duchess for 
that of Countess of Caithness. 

Her son, however, still figures both in Paris 
and at Nice as Duke of Pomar and enjoys al- 
most as great a reputation for foolishness as 
his mother, who, among other eccentricities, 
was firmly convinced that Mary, Queen of 
Scots, had become reincarnated in her and 
posed and dressed as that ill fated and ro- 
mantic sovereign on all possible occasions. 

Moreover, after the death of Mme. Blavat- 
sky, she professed to have daily interviews

The house of Sinclair can boast of other 
honors besides those of the earl of Caith- 
ness. Thus, there is Lord Sinclair, whose 
Scotch barony dates from 1449. Then there 
is Lord Pentland, now governor of Madras, 
who will be remembered by many over here 
as Capt. John Sinclair, the secretary of Lord 
Aberdeen, when that earl was governor gen- 
eral of Canada. 

Besides these there are two Sinclair bar- 
onetcies, those of Sir John Sinclair of Dun- 
beath and Sir Archibald Sinclair of Ulster. 

The latter, an officer of the Second Life 
guards, is half an American. His mother 
was Mabel, the lovely daughter of Mahlon 
Sands of New York, and, through her, he is 
connected by ties of kinsmanship with the

of other families in New York, as well as 
with the Henry Whites of Washington, D. C. 

He is still unmarried. His landed property

NATIONAL BANK CONTROL, 

Elkhart, Ind., June 21.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. I —Nineteen times out of twenty 
“The World's Greatest Newspaper hits 
the keynote in the solution of great public 
questions. Time and again it has proven 
itself the champion of the people, Its diag- 
nosis and exposure of rotten banking has 
been heroic as far asit went. However, its 
failure to go farther and advocate practical 
and tested remedies has surprised many 
TRIBUNE readers. 

With a score or more of bank failures in 
Chicago in half as many years, bringing 
untold suffering to thousands of innocent 
families, no remedy is proposed against re- 
currences in the future. 

Apparently all banking legislation has to 
be keyed and squared from the bankers’ 
viewpoint. The tunsophisticated depositor 
has no possible means of detecting safe from 
unsafe banks, so long as both their doors are 
open by authority of the state or nation. 

Is it not about time that the same power 
that reserves the right to issue all money 
shall also direct all forms of banking? Let 
the government stand, unqualifiedly, be- 
tween every authorized bank and every de- 
positor. Not one state in the union has power 
to issue money or circulating medium ofany 
kind. Why then should we have forty-eight 
different varieties of banking laws? 

Let us hope that the time is near at hand 
when the regional banks, collectively, must 
stand for every cent of deposits. Under such 
a law there could be no “ rotten” banks, 
because the shrewdness of the big and hon- 
est banker would not permit it. He would 
call a halt long before actual danger set in. 

With a government insurance of all bank 
deposits, peace and comfort would reign in 
hundreds of homes that are now haunted by 
want and despair.

Hk waters we use in cooking and at the 
table may be classed as ordinary house- 
hold water,” which may or may not be 
“natural water,” and raw water and 
cooked water. There is quite a world of 
difference between these latter, which cooks 
‘ought better to understand and which drinkers 
only with peril to their health can afford to 


If we g0 to the dietitian Gautier for what 
‘genuine drinkable water should be, we find that 
fit should be “fresh, limpid, free of odor, slight- 
. 2 agreeable to the taste, easy on the 
| aerated, free from putrefaction, and fit 
for common domestic consumption.” 


This is a sort of counsel of perfection to 
ien most people give little heed, They drink 


‘water which is hard on their stomachs rather 
than éasy and too often think they cannot help 
bemselves. But it is very vital to health that 
they should help themselves, and more vital 
that discomforts which develop some time after 
drinking should be avoided.

HAS VISION OF GREAT 
BROTHERHOOD. 


“There is no fraternalism which cannot 
be practiced by the church, no development 
of human friendship, no help of the unfor- 
tunate, no association of strong men that the 
church cannot foster if the men will view the 
church as the embodiment of the spirit of 
brotherly love,” said Rev. R. R. Bigger 
of Cleveland, O., to the men assembled in 
the adult men’s conference at the Immanuel 
Baptist church, 2820 Michigan avenue. 

“The laboring men and the lodge men,” 
he sald, are anxiously waiting for the 
men's societies and the men’s Bible class 
men to get together in a great Protestant 
movement embodying Bible study, welfare, 
and brotherhood. And it seems to me that 
this can come only through the men's Bible 
class movement of our international asso- 
ciation. 

Now, I have a vision; and that vision is 
the formation of a great united Bible broth- 
erhood which shall unite all Protestant 
men’s organizations into a mighty Christian 
fraternity embracing three cardinal prin- 
ciples: Bible study as the foundation, spiri- 
tual instruction and social service, imbued 
with the spirit of brotherhood.”

DUTY OF PAPERS 


Toronto Meeting Holds Press 
| Should Prevent Deception 
of Public. 


SOUNDS DOOM OF QUACKS. 


Toronto, Ont., June 23.—~[8pecial.]—The 
second day’s session of the Associated Ad- 
vertising Clubs of the World marked another 
stride ahead for higher ethics in advertising 
in all of ita branches. By unanimous and 
enthusiastic vote there were adopted the fol : 
lowing standards of practice for newspapers; 

1. It is the duty of the newspapers firet 
to protect the honest advertiser and the 
general newspaper reader as far as pos- 
sible from deceptive or offensive adver 
tizing. 

2. To sell advertising as a commodity 
on the basis of the proved circulation and 
the service the paper will give to the 
manufacturer or the merchant, and to 
provide the fullest information as to the 
character of such circulation and how 
procured, 

3. To maintain uniform rates according 
to classifications and to present those 
rates as far as possible in a uniform card. 

4. To accept no adivertising which is 
antagonistic to the public welf 

5. To effect the largest possible codp- 
eration with other newspapers in tie same 
field for the establishment and mainte- 
nance of these standards. 

In order to promote the highest efficiency 
of the convention the entire day was devoted 
to departmental meetings with educational] 
addresses and free discussion. 


“Crime for Papers to Lie.” 


The temper of the convention towards pur- 
ity in advertising was best set forth by B. L. 
Clifford, advertising manager of the Minne- 
apolis Tribune, who said that it is almost if 
not quite a crime for a newspaper, no matter 
how powerful or how weak it may be, to lie 
to the people, to cheat the people, to sell them 
gold bricka, rotten securities, shoddy mer- 
chandise, or poisons. 

“The publisher who put a crooked adver- 
User in touch with a subscriber victim is 
equally guilty with the crook and deserves 
punishment for at part in the transaction,” 
he said. 

Mr. Clifford waive considerable credit te 
women for this special trend upward. 


“She reads the advertisements and buys 


the goode, and she reads the newspapers and 
is going to have her say about the influence 
that surrounds her home and children,” he 
said. “A publisher who relies on unclean 
money for unclean advertising to keep his 
publication going is a detriment to himseif 
and to his community.

Every Branch of Government 
to Help Secretary McAdoo 
Smoke Them Out. 


| MUCH EVIDENCE ON HAND 


Deficit May Be Wiped Out After 
Treasury Official Locates 
Income Delinquents. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., June 23—[S8pecial. 8 
Millionaire income tax dodgers were the 
chief subjects of discussion at today's cabi- 
net meeting. Secretary McAdoo laid his 
heart open to his colleagues and declared 
if they would lend him their hearty co- 
operation he would soon round up all of the 
plutocrat dodgers. 

The cabinet promised assistance and, as 
indicated heretofore; the entire secret serv- 
ice of the government, including the inves- 
tigators of the department of justice, the 
special agents of the departments of com- 
merce, labor, and agriculture, postoffice in- 
spectors, and the 400 investigators of the in- 
ternal revenue bureau, will be turned loose 
on the dodgers. 

Enough evidence of evasion has been col- 
lected already, according to Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Osborne, to make up 
at least half of the $23,000,000 deficit in the 
income tex receipts. Much of this has 
been obtained from letters received by the 
bureau, pointing out the names of dodgers 
and their incomes. 


Check Up Corporation Returns, 

Other and more comprehensive sources of 
information of failure to make income tax 
return are available to the bureau. Last’ 
April Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
caused every corporation in the country to 
furnish a complete list of all ita officers 
and agents and the salaries paid them. Al- 
though these records have not been checked 
up, it has become obvious to the bureau that 
a number of men whose names appear on 
these lists have “ forgotten” to make prop- 
er statements as to their salaries. 

The officials believe that the few days 
between now and the first of July will see 
many tardy persons filing their returns. 
but the intervening week will not make 


tax dodgers. 

For the benefit of these an enormous mass 
of data has already been collected. Soon 
after the income tax law was enacted the 
bureau went to work with this purpose in 
view and memoranda-have been assembied 
relating to the probable incomes of many 
individuals who have not dreamed that their 
business deals ‘were being checked up. 


Forget a Real Estate Deal. 

Four business men of this vicinity last 
spring bought a piece of real estate which 
has since figured in the news several times. 
Within a short time they had turned it over 
with a net profit to each of the four of 
$27,500. On the income tax return of none 
of the four is there any record of this, 

Similar cases have been reported from 
most every point, it is declared, and in all 
the bureau of internal revenue confidently 
expects to collect the fines which will be 
incurred. Besides the nominal fines of $50 
for a corporation and $20 for an individual 
the government will profit by an extra 80 
per cent of the tax due but not paid in the 
first instance. 

In official quarters it is said that because 
of the increase of revenue which will come. 
to the government from this souree the coi- 
lection of the extra penalties will be wel- 
comed in every case, and that from the pres- 
ent outlook receipts will be greatly swelled 
thereby. That practically all dodgers will 
be caught sooner or later is qonSdentiy pres 
dicted.

LONGER LIVES PREDICTED. 


Dr. Vaughan Says Age Grows with In- 
-orease of Knowledge. 


BY W. A. EVANS, M. D. 
Atiantic City, N. J., June 23.—[Special,]— 
Dr. 8. A. Knopf of the New York health de- 
partment, speaking in the section on pre- 
ventive medicine of the American Medical 
association convention, said today that the 
United States should have national insvr- 


to that in force now in Germany and Eng- 
land. He offered as a solution of the poverty 
question: 

. I suggest a antvesbal and obligatory in- 
surance against disease, infirmity, and old 
age by state or private insurance companies 
similar to those in Germany and in the near 
future I. wish to make a strong appeal to 
statesinen and philanthropists for the estab- 
lishment of industrial colonies where such 
unfortunate workers may have an oppor- 
tunity not only to support themselves and 


their families in decency but where the op- 


portunities for their complete reéstablish- 
ment to health and vigor may also be af- 
‘torded.”’ 


One-Fourth of Service Unpaid. 

Dr. Woods Hutchinson went a step farther. 
He said that at the present time 25 per cent 
of the medical service was given without pay. 

He advocated the working out of a plan by 
which families having small incomes could 
be cared for in sickness by the payment of a 
small sum yearly; that medical societies 
organize a form of contract practice to care 
for such families in a way just to the so- 
clety; the families concerned and physi- 
cians. This measure would prepare the way 
for national sickness insurance. The expe- 
rience gained from such a plan would make 
it possible to avoid some of the troubles en- 
countered by David Lloyd-George, the Eng- 
ih chancellor of the exchequer. 

These proposals came as a part of a dis- 
cussion of poverty, in which it was made 
plain that most of the poverty stricken were 
poor because of illness and preventible ill- 
ness at that.

the chamber of commerce at a special meet- 
ing today, were immediately presented to 


the senate judiciary committee. by a com- 


mittee ed by, A. H: Mulliken of Chicago, 
acting president ot the organization. 
Would Have Prevented Trusts, 

The committee report favoring the pas- 


| sage of the trade commission bill, which was 


presented in the senate by Chairman New- 
lands, says that a trade regulating body 


would have prevented the development of |: 
the trusts which the government has spent 


a decade in endeavoring to dissolve. 
The report praises the provision giving the 


commission power to stamp out unfair com- 


petition, 


“The committee,” it says, gave careful ) 


consideration to the question as to whether 


it would attempt to define the many and var- 


iable unfair practices which prevail in com- 
merce and to forbid their continuance or 
whether it would, by a general declaration 
condemning unfair practices, leave it to the 
commission to determine what ann 
were unfair. 

“It is concluded that the latter course 
would be the better, for the reason, as stated 
by one of the reports of the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ association, that there were too 
many unfair practices to define. 

“It is believed the term ‘ unfair competi- 
tion’ has a legal significance which can be 
enforced by the commission and the courts.” 


Hits Labor and Farmers. 

In the statement prepared for the judiciary 
committee, the board of directors of the na- 
tional chamber of commerce says, regard- 
ing labor unions and farmers’ associations: 

“If such organizations are to be declared 


exempt, it should be declared that the anti- 


trust laws should not be construed to forbid 


‘the existence and operation of any organiza- 


tions, orders, or associations instituted for 
the purpose of mutual help, and not merely 
fraternal, labor, consumers’, agricultural, 
and horticultural organizations. Q 

* Why should bankers’, lawyers’, ma nu- 
facturers’,; and other associations for mu- 
tual help, which exist in great numbers, be 
discriminated against by being omitted from 
the enumeration? 

“The chamber believes that it is self-evi- 


dent that all persons should stand and be 
treated alike before the law. Acts which are 


criminal in one person should not be inno- 
cent in another.” 


Changes in Clayton Bill. 

The senate judiciary committee today 
struck out of the Clayton bil the provision 
that nothing in the section should prevent 
discrimination in price between purchasers 
of commodities on account of differences in 


grade, quantity, or quality of the commodi- 


ties sold, or for an allowance for the differ- 
ence in the cost of transportation. | 

It also eliminated another provision that 
nothing contained in the section should be 
construed to prevent persons from select- 
ing their own customers in making sales. 

The judiciary committee retained. section 
4 as it appears in the bill which passed the 
house, regulating the leasing or sale of 
goods, machinery, or supplies, and provid- 
irg against price fixing in licenses or leases 
for resale.
